After speaking with GIB supervisors several concerns were repeated that they believe have led to the 
increase in auto thefts from 2015-2016. 

1. Increase in the number of cars stolen with the keys left in the vehicle and the engine 
running. 

2. Increase in thefts by juveniles. Juvenile caught in stolen cars are not accepted by our 
juvenile court. They are released to their guardian with a juvenile summons. This allows them 
greater opportunity to reoffend. Juvenile arrests for MVT was up in 2016.
